FROM THE BISHOP’S DESK 


By THE RT. REv. KARL MorGAN BLock, D_D., LL. D., C.B.E. 


I recall that in our study of the Old 
Testament in Hebrew we began at the end 
of the book and moved toward the front. 
In this report to the Diocese I shall hope 
to claim this unusual method of procedure. 

My attendance at the Republican Na- 
tional Convention was full of interest. The 
chairman, Mr. Martin, threw me off stride 
immediately by addressing me as “Mon- 
signor. I was privileged to sit with the 
members of the Cabinet and their wives. 
Others, well known in national and international affairs, were 
in the same section directly behind the podium. It was some- 
what disquieting to be told that my voice would be heard by 
an audience of between fifty and sixty millions of people. Hap- 
pily, it became a gracious re-introduction to friends of yester- 
year who have already sent messages that touch my heart. 


The Convention gave many of us an opportunity to meet 
personally and entertain old friends and to reveal to them the 
charm and hospitality of this lovely city of St. Francis, which 
now seems to be every American’s second home. Cool San 
Francisco in the sunshine is something with which to conjure. 
One could not have asked for lovelier weather. I am especially 
grateful to Dean Bartlett for the beautiful service he arranged 
at Grace Cathedral to welcome spiritually the Churchmen who 
came as visitors to the See city. It was interesting to have Gov- 
ernor Knight and Mr. Sherman Adams of the President's staff 
read the lessons. We were fortunate, too, to secure the splendid 
choir from St. Mark’s, Berkeley, who added immeasurably to 
the beauty, dignity, and reverence, of our Morning Prayer 
service. The Dean’s sermon was forceful, timely, and inspiring. 
Services such as these make us wistful for the day in which a 
completed Cathedral will offer accommodation to wayfarers and 
Churchmen from all over the nation who come to worship in 
our Diocesan shrine. 


Early in the week I officiated at the funeral of Dr. Francis 
T. Hodges. I find it difficult to write with moderation about 
him and what his loss means to me, and I am sure to the Diocese 
as well. To my mind he was “a beloved physician”. His fidelity 
to the Church and all the demands we made upon him as a 
member of the Standing Committee, the Marriage Commission, 
and as personal counsellor and advisor, etc., endeared him to all 
who had the privilege of association with him. I held him in 
very real affection. It is such a cruel paradox that one who had 
written wisely and well about the danger of accidents in swim- 
ming pools should come to his death through a mishap against 
which he had so often cautioned others. God grant him rest, 
refreshment, and peace, in the Paradise of the Blest.

AS I SEE IT

Since I last wrote this column in PAC- 
CIFIC CHURCHMAN, a great many things 
have happened in our constantly-expand- 
ing Diocese. The Convocations were gen- 
erally quite well attended and we are hop- 
ing, by providing for the election of dele- 
gates to Convocation at the annual meet- 
ings, to provide even much fuller attend- 
ance at these valuable gatherings. 

On Whitsunday my program took me 
to Holy Trinity, Menlo Park, for confirma- 
tion. The rector presented an admirably prepared class of over 
80, including both young people and adults. It was an inspiring 
service and a true indication of the vitality of the work in this 
strategic parish. I met for the first time the new curate, the 
Rev. John Thomas. 

During the course of the same week the Rev. Malcolm Miner, 
who, unfortunately for us, is departing for work in the mission- 
ary field in Alaska, presented another fine class for confirmation 
at Mills College Chapel. The work of our Church on this lovely 
campus is greatly assisted by the college chaplain, the Rev. Dr. 
George Hedley, a lecturer and author of repute. 

On Trinity Sunday a second fine class in the course of the 
year was presented for confirmation by the Rev. Lesley Wilder 
at St. Matthew's, San Mateo. This great parish is now under- 
taking a program of expansion which will cost nearly $400,000. 
The program includes the building of added parish house facil- 
ities, as well as lengthening and enlarging the beautiful church. 
The Rev Lesley Wilder is also president of the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese. 

At All Saints’, Watsonville, the Rev. Reginald Rosson is 
giving fine leadership to a parish whose membership is drawn 
from miles around in this fertile agricultural area. The rector 
presented a large class for confirmation, as usual. The afternoon 
found us at St. Peter’s, Redwood City, where the Rev. Peter 
Boes presented a large group for confirmation for the second 
time in the current year. This parish again finds it necessary 
to enlarge its facilities, and is making plans for the building of 
an entirely new plant in a more commodious site to be selected 
later. 

Among the interesting developments of the work in | the 
Diocese of late has been the large number of worthy men apply- 
ing for postulancy, the first step toward Holy Orders. Never in 
the history of the Church has there been such a great response 
to the call of God to the ministry. All our seminaries are full 
to overflowing, and here in the Diocese of California we have 
nearly 40 men in various stages of preparation for the ministry, 
seven of whom were ordained in July by Bishop Block in Grace 
Cathedral.

“Mrs. Sam” Addresses 
Diocesan Gathering 

Mrs. Samuel Shoemaker, in San Fran- 
cisco to attend the Republican Conven- 
tion, spoke on August 15 at St. Clement's, 
Berkeley, her subject being, “The Secret 
of Effective Prayer’. Men and women 
from widely scattered parts of the Diocese 
more than filled the parish hall to hear 
her. 

Author and lecturer in her own right, 
Mrs. Shoemaker is the wife of the dis- 
tinguished rector of Calvary Church, Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania, and the daughter of 
the senior senator from New Jersey, the 
Hon. H. Alexander Smith. Mrs. Shoe- 
maker has helped clergy in many areas of 
the East in setting up lay-led prayer 
groups, warning them always to beware 
the leadership of “wooly women”. 

Launching immediately into world af- 
fairs, in a keen and incisive manner she 
stressed the need for vital and vibrant 
prayer in dealing with world crisis. “It 
takes courage and strength, hope and 
humor, to live in the world today.” She 
called for realism in one’s devotional life, 
defining prayer as “Religion in Action”. 

Since prayer releases the highest energy, 
Mrs. Shoemaker cautioned, a prayer group 
that does not experience miracles (too 


many things to be merely coincidences ) 
must have a “short circuit”—lack of love, 
of unity, or sincerity, or faith. 

For Mrs. Shoemaker prayer is truly a 
vital experience with a living Lord, de- 
clared Mrs. Wm.

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In Memoriam: 
Nellie Olmstead Lincoln

When a sixty-year friendship comes to 
an end, one thanks God for the Christian 
hope that death is not the real end, but 
only the birth with a new life. My 
friendship with Mrs. Lincoln would have 
reached full sixty years if she had lived 
two months longer. I came to Menlo Park 
to be assistant to the 87-year-old, very 
crippled, and almost bed-ridden, rector, 
William Stowe, in September, 1896. 

Naturally, San Mateo was a magnet. 
The Church Divinity School was located 
there, and on the four acres lived the few 
students, in the old house and the tank 
house; but also, in new houses, the Bishop 
and Dr. and Mrs. Lincoln. And when I 
went to call on the Bishop and, of course, 
met Dr. and Mrs. Lincoln, the Bishop was 
Dean of the little new school. Dr. Lincoln 
was the first resident full-time professor, 
a quiet old-time Christian gentleman, 
priest, and scholar. 

And there was Mrs. Lincoln and little 
Dorothy, whose name was to become 
known to the Diocese and the Church in 
St. Dorothy’s Rest, which is her memorial. 
But Mrs. Lincoln was already becoming 
well known to the clergy of the Diocese. 
It was the great sorrow of her little 
daughter’s death which deepened her faith 
and widened her influence; but even in 
those early days, before sorrow had come, 
we realized that here in this sweet and 
gentle lady was a radiant center of Chris- 
tian faith and hope. 

It is quite impossible to measure the 
extent of Mrs. Lincoln’s influence. Any- 
one who has sat on her porch at St. 
Dorothy's Rest and listened to her talk of 
the -hopefulness of faith, the meaning of 
Christian love, and the joy of a life lived 
in the consciousness of God’s ever-present

love, knows that only God can measure 
the fruitfulness of her life and her words: 


“Over-brim and overflow 

If your own heart you would know, 
For the spirit born to bless 

Lives but in its own excess.” 


That was the kind of message she sent 
out to the world. Love and hope are 
things which belong to our real life; and 
love and hope cannot be measured, they 
overflow. Mrs. Lincoln’s life overflowed 
with them. St. Dorothy’s never had a cam- 
paign to raise money but the money came 
from hearts touched to new life by some 
word of Mrs. Lincoln’s or unconsciously 
brought hope and joy because they had 
known her. 

She wrote some poetry, some prose, 
always saying in substance the same thing 
—this message of the hope and joy and 
love of God. For years, boys and girls 
left St. Dorothy’s with something new to 
treasure, something far more meaningful 
than the simple physical improvement due 
to a couple of weeks in the country. 

And when the time came for her failing 
strength to surrender the burden of St. 
Dorothy's, she looked not for a capable 
administrator, a good manager, a skilled 
disciplinarian; she looked for some group 
that would cherish and perpetuate the 
deep meaning of life. So it was that she 
saw with contentment the work go into 
the hands of the Sisters of the Trans- 
figuration. She always said jokingly it was 
the cheerful color of their habit which 
drew her to them. It was of course that 
she knew they were dedicated women. 
The great work which she and her hus- 
band had begun would be safe in the 
hands of women who, like her, loved and 


hoped. 


Noted Layman Dies 
Following Accident 


Francis Traill Hodges, M.D., died on 
August 15, as a result of a swimming-pool 
accident the previous Sunday, and was 
buried from Grace Cathedral on August 
20. 

Dr. Hodges, a member of the diocesan 
Standing Committee and of the diocesan 
Marriage Commission, vestryman and 
warden of Christ Church, Sausalito, was 
friend and confidant of many—bishops, 
priests, and layman—in the Diocese. 
Through his lectures on teen-age personal 
problems and his superintendance of an- 
nual swimming meets at the diocesan 
Youth Conferences he had deeply influ- 
enced and endeared himself to a great 
number of young people in the Diocese. 


Francis T. Hodges, M.D. 

Dr. Hodges had attained eminence in 
his own profession. He was a charter 
member and several times president of 
the California Academy of General Prac- 
tice; and founder and officer of the Calif- 
ornia Physicians Service; a national of- 
ficer of the Blue Cross organization; and 
a recognized writer on medical subjects, 
having had articles published in profes- 
sional and general magazines. He was 
on the staff of St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The long procession of officiants and 
honorary pall-bearers at the Burial Serv- 
ice in the Cathedral testified to Francis 
Hodges’ wide interests. The service was 
conducted by the two Bishops of the 
Diocese, Bishop Block and Bishop Shires, 
assisted by the rector of Sausalito, the Rev. 
Joseph Doron, and by the Rev. Canon 
Charles M. Guilbert. Clerical members 
of the Standing Committee were vested 
in the Chancel. Representatives of the 
Naval service (in which Hodges held a 
reserve commission as Captain), the Mas- 
onic orders (in which he had attained a 
high degree), and the staff of St. Luke's 
Hospital (administrative, medical, and 
nursing) united to do him honor. 

In addition tc his parents (Dr. and 
Mrs. Fletcher Hodges, Sr.) , two brothers, 
and two sisters, all living in the Middle 
West, Dr. Hodges is survived by his 
widow, the former Alice Lyon, a son, and 
two daughters, of Sausalito. 
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Diocesan Council 


The Diocesan Council met in the 
Bishop's office at Diocesan House on June 
20 with Bishop Block presiding. In the 
absence of the Diocesan Treasurer, his 
report was given by Mrs. Olsen. The sig- 
nificant part of the report was the resuit 
of a special appeal to the parishes to 
cover the budget of the Diocesan Work- 
ing Fund. Additional pledges have been 
received in the amount of $8,389.70, 
leaving a differential of $597.80. The 
Council received the report with apprec- 
iation; and it was moved, seconded, and 
catried, that the Bishop be requested to 
express the appreciation of the Diocese 
to those who responded to the special 
appeal. 

Dean Bartlett reported on the financial 
situation of PACIFIC CHURCHMAN for 
the Department of Promotion, and said 
that while there is a current deficit of 
$308.40, anticipated revenue is expected 
to offset this. It was reported that PACIFIC 
CHURCHMAN would not publish in July 
and August, effecting a saving of $3500, 
$2500 of which will be used to pay a 
portion of the 1955 deficit. It was also 
noted that Mr. George Miller has with- 
drawn from his agreement as advertising 
manager, while continuing as publicity 
agent for the Diocese. 

The Bishop reported that the Diocese 
has been offered the First Christian 
Church in San Lorenzo for a price of 
$38,500. After discussion, the Council 
approved the purchase, provided that the 
details of the business transaction could 
be arranged satisfactorily. 


The Bishop also reported that St. 
Aidan’s, San Francisco, is anxious to have 
a clergyman on full time. The Council 
debated the matter and finally arrived at 
the decision to assure the people of St. 
Aidan’s of the willingness of the Council 
to approve this request, provided the 
congregation were able to reach certain 
financial goals. 

Plans for the new church building at 
St. Thomas’, Sunnyvale, were discussed 
and the Chancellor, Mr. Albert Agnew, 
revealed that the lowest bid on the plans 
was $94,000. This would necessitate bor- 
rowing more money from the banks than 
had been anticipated. After full dis- 
cussion, the Council recommended to the 
Bishop that permission be granted to St. 
Thomas’ to borrow $98,000, $38,000 of 
which will be used to reimburse the bank 
on the sale of the old property. 


The Rev. Harold Brumbaum of Christ 
Church, Woodside, reported that $102,- 
000 has been raised from 55 families 
during the recent campaign for the new 
church building. After discussion of the 
plans submitted for the new building, the 
Council approved of the projected dimen- 
sions, provided the area of the Sunday- 
School building were increased by 25%. 
The Council also approved the arrange- 
ment that had been made with a con- 
tractor, with certain safeguards.

000 to the Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
California (A Corporation Sole), the in- 
come of which is to be devoted exclus- 
ively to the education of students for 
Holy Orders in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 
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The Rev. Lorin Paull presented the 
plans for the construction of a new 
Church-School unit for Se. David's, Pitts- 
burg. The Bishop and Council approved 
the proposal presented by the vicar to 
spend $6,000 for the construction indi- 
cated. 


The Bishop and Council also gave per- 
mission to St. Stephen’s, Orinda, to sell 
one lot and to purchase another adjacent 
to the church, at a cost of approximately 
$7,250. 


Through Canon Ferguson the Depart- 
ment of Christian Social Relations pre- 
sented a resolution of the Department 
favoring the establishment of a rehabili- 
tation hospice for alcoholics in San Fran- 
cisco. After discussion, it was moved, 
seconded, and carried, that it is the under- 
standing of the Council that the Depart- 
ment of Christian Social Relations will 
encourage the establishment of a hospice 
for alcoholics, directed by religiously- 
minded people, and that it is further 
understood that the Department of Chris- 
tian Social Relations may encourage this 
Ofganization to petition for recognition 
as a Diocesan Institution at the 1957 
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Convention, with an item included in the 
budget for the salary of a clerical director. 
and, further, that the Council acted in 
this matter without prejudice. 

The Council also voted that whatever 
residual money may be in the CAF. 
should be used for missionary expansion 
for the Diocese, or any other commit- 
ments the Council thinks wise. 

The Council expressed anxiety regard- 
ing the arrearages of pension premiums 
of a few missions and parishes as of June, 
1956. The Council voted to request the 
chairman of the Pension Fund Commit- 
tee to write immediately to the delin- 
quents, asking for prompt action. The 
Council also requested the Committee to 
study the problem of delinquent pay- 
ments and present it to the Council in the 
near future. 


The Bishop reported that Dean Co- 
burn has assured the Diocese that the 
Church Society for College Work is pre- 
pared to pay the salary of a chaplain to 
work at the University of California at 
the graduate level, and that the appoint- 
ment of such a chaplain will be made after 
review by the Church Society for College 
Work and consultation with the Depart- 
ment of College Work of the Diocese. 


The Council was then addressed by Mr. 
Martin Risard, the seminarian who has 
been working in developing a new mis- 
sion of St. Edmund’s, Linda Mar. He re- 
ported that the people are now worship- 
ing in the local elementary school, renting 
rooms at a cost of $56 a month. There 
were 101 persons in attendance at the 
previous Sunday’s services. He reported 
that 10,000 people have moved into this 


general area in the last two years. It is 
8 miles from Westlake and 2 miles from 
Sharp’s Park. After a full discussion, the 
Council approved the acquisition of prop- 
erty at 704 Arguello Blvd. with a down 
payment of $3,000 from the CAF. It is 
understood that the local people be asked 
to raise as much as possible toward the 
enlargement of the garage for immediate 
use for services and Church School. It 
was also stipulated that the amortization 
of the rest of the purchase price be ac- 
complished at the rate of $69.00 monthly, 
the purchase of the property to be con- 
tigent on the issuance of a “Use Permit”. 


Convocation Names 
Slate of Officers 


Officers of the Convocation of Mont- 
erey, separated this year from the new 
Convocation of San Luis Obispo, were 
elected at the Spring meeting in Santa 
Cruz on May 15. 

The Rev. Jerome F. Politzer, vicar of 
Alisal with Corral de Tierra, was named 
to succeed the Rev. Reginald Rosson as 
dean, and the Rev. David St. L. Hill, vicar 
of Seaside, was reelected as secretary- 
treasurer. Members of the Executive 
Committee, with their spheres of respon- 
sibility, are: Mrs. David Lane, St. Mary’s 
by the Sea, Pacific Grove, Christian Edu- 
cation; the Rev. A. Theodore Eastman, 
vicar of Gonzales, Youth; Mrs. Living- 
stone Porter, St. John-the-Baptist’s, Cap- 
itola, Social Relations; and the Rev. 
Angus Dun, Jr. rector of Carmel, 
Missions. 

The Executive Committee was author- 
ized to appoint a survey group to recom- 
mend areas for future missions in the 
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Convocation, and the meeting approved 
convocational sponsorship of the radio 
program, “The Episcopal Hour”, which 
is currently being broadcast over the 
Salinas station under the aegis of the 
Clericus of the Convocation. 


Sea Scouts Have 
Corporate Communion 

In conjunction with the annual Sea- 
Scout Regatta, held at Government Island, 
Alameda Coast Guard Base, a corporate 
communion was held for Episcopal scouts 
and leaders. 

The celebrant was Chaplain Philip C. 
Bentley of the Oak Knoll Naval Hos- 
pital; and the parishes represented by the 
boys and leaders were: All Saints’, San 
Francisco; St. Peter's, Sam Francisco; 
Church of the Advent, San Francisco; St. 
Francis’, San Francisco; St. Mark’s, Crock- 
ett; Christ Church, Alameda; St. Peter's 
Redwood City; St. Mark’s, Berkeley, and 
Grace Cathedral. 

Since the beginning of the Regatta in 
1953 there have always been provisions 
made for Episcopal scouts and leaders to 
have their own service. 


Spanish Church Gets 
Bishop After 20 Years 

On Sunday, April 29, Bishop-Elect 
Santos Molina Zurita was solemnly con- 
secrated Bishop of the Spanish Episcopal 
Reformed Church. The three-hour service 
took place in the intimacy of his own 
parish in Madrid. Since the fundamental 
law of Spain prohibits any non-Roman- 
Catholic religious ceremony which might 
be considered public, members of the 
congregation were forewarned that they 
must be in their seats by nine o'clock in 
the morning when the service began, the 
doors of the church being locked from 
beginning to end of the service. 

Three bishops took part in the conse- 
cration of Bishop Santos Molina Zurita, 
in accordance with Anglican tradition. 
Two of the officiating bishops came from 
the Episcopal Church of the United States, 
one from the Church of Ireland. 

Beset with many difficulties, the Span- 
ish Episcopal Reformed Church has been 
without a bishop for more than 20 years, 
with episcopal supervision furnished by 
the. Church of Ireland. 
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Rodeo Church Dedicated 


After nearly three years of worshipping 
in a theatre, the people of Rodeo now 
have a church building of their own. On 
June 17, 1956, Bishop Block went to 
Rodeo to dedicate the new church, which 
will seat 300. 


Rodeo Episcopalians under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. Lester Kinsolving, then 
a seminarian, first met on September 8, 
1953, at which time the Rio Theatre was 
offered as a place of worship. The mission 
was Officially organized a few days before 
the Diocesan Convention in January, 
1954. 


During the first year of its history, 
when the mission had neither clergyman 
or building, it was able to found a new 
mission in El Sobrante. St. Philip's, El 
Sobrante, stands as the second mission in 
the history of the Diocese founded by 
another mission. 


After considerable difficulty, property 
was found in the Rodeo area, which, with 
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a grant from the Centennial Advance 
Fund, was purchased from the Hercules 
Powder Company. A building-fund cam- 
paign was started with a kick-off dinner at 
which the Bishop and movie-TV-actor 
Robert Young were present. In twenty 
minutes $12,500 was raised, and within 
the week the mission was “over the top” 
in its building fund. 

The Rev. Mr. Kinsolving estimates that 
there are 80 active families in the Rodeo 
and El Sobrante area.

Rededication Fund was started in the 
Spring to remove all indebtedness on the 
parish house and rectory, and to provide 
for necessary improvements. The goal is 
set at $41,000. 
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TRINITY, San Francisco. The Tenth 
Annual Choir Festival of the Choral Con- 
ductors’ Guild took place at Trinity 
Church in June under the direction of 
J. Spencer Cornwall, conductor of the 
Salt Lake City Tabernacle Choir, with 
Harold Mueller as organist. The program 
included works by J. S. Bach, Charles 
Wood, Peter Tschaikowsky, Vaughan 
Williams, Felix Mendelssohn, Ludwig 
von Beethoven, and Peter Lutkin. 

A stained-glass window representing 
Christ in the House of Mary and Martha 
was installed in the south transept. It 
is the gift of vestryman John L. Davis, 
and is in memory of his wife. The win- 
dow was designed and executed by Franz 
Mayer and Company of Munich, Ger- 
many, who made many of the other win- 
dows in the church. 

ST. JAMES’, San Francisco. New organ 
pipes were installed in the chancel dur- 
ing the Summer. Plans for renovation 
of the sanctuary are also being carried 
out and new lights are being placed in 
the nave. 

St. PETER’S, San Francisco. The first 
edition of a weekly bulletin appeared on 
the editor’s desk this Summer. On Aug- 
ust 15 the rector, the Rev. John Collins, 
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observed his 25th anniversary as rector of 
the parish. 

CHURCH OF THE ADVENT, San Fran- 
cisco. The rector, the Rev. Weston H. 
Gillett, recently received the degree of 
Doctor of Divinity from Nashotah House. 

St. PAUL’s, Burlingame. A new record 
was set for the parish when 89 persons 
were confirmed by Bishop Block on 
Whitsunday. Of the group, 64 were boys 
and girls of Intermediate and High 
School, and 25 were adults. 

ST. JAMES’, Centerville. Word comes 
of the death of John Richard Sutton in 
June. Mr. Sutton had served his church 
as senior warden, bishop’s warden (when 
the church was a mission), treasurer, 
and Every - Member -Canvass chairman 
(for five years). 

ST. PATRICK’S, El Cerrito. During the 
Summer, at a Pot Luck Supper, the con- 
gregation of St. Patrick’s presented the 
vicarage family with an automatic clothes 
dryer as a shower gift. The occasion was 
the arrival of John P. Ashey IIL. 

TRINITY, Oakland. The family of the 
rector, the Rev. Alan McMahon, return- 
ing from Santa Cruz, with four other 
passengers, were involved in a head-on 
collision. All of them, as well as the oc- 
cupants of the other automobile, were 
hospitalized, and the car was a total loss. 


St. MARK’s, Berkeley. The associate 
rector and professor of Pastoral Theology 
at C.D.S.P., the Rev. Robert N. Roden- 
mayer, preached the sermon at the Bac- 
calaureate Service of the University of 
California this June. 

Miss Marianne Micks, student worker 
at the University of California, and as- 
sociate on the parish staff, has resigned in 
order to finish her studies at the Seminary 
for a B.D. degree. 

ST. PAUL’S, Salinas. The Bishop and 
the rector, the Rev Richard Coombs, re- 
cently visited Camp Pico Blanco, the new 
Boy Scout Camp in the area. Bishop 
Block dedicated St. Andrew’s Protestant 
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Chapel there. The chapel was a gift to 
the camp from Mr. George Tombleson, 
a parishioner of St. Paul's. The Protestant 
chaplain at the camp this Summer was 
Mr. George Swanson, who has completed 
his first year at The General Theological 
Seminary, and is a candidate for the 
priesthood from this Diocese. 

ST. STEPHEN’S, San Luis Obispo. For 
purposes of expansion, the adjoining 
property on Pismo Street has been pur- 
chased at a cost of $15,000. This addition 
will give the parish 244.5 feet on Pismo 
Street and 155 feet on Nipomo Street, 
an area of almost .9 of an acre, which is 
considered ample for future requirements. 

The 89th anniversary of the parish and 
the 18th anniversary of the rector’s or- 
dination to the priesthood were observed 
on Sunday, August 19. The rector, the 
Rev. Francis W. Read, J.D., has served 
St. Stephen’ s for one-half of the years 
of his ministry. 

Goop SHEPHERD, Belmont. News 
comes of the death of Dr. Claude Petty, 
instructor at the College of San Mateo. For 
four years Dr. Petty led the Adult Bible 
Class at the Church. 

ST. JOHN’S, Oakland. Miss Nelda Herby 
has been employed as the new choir di- 
rector for St. John’s as of September 13. 
Miss Herby is a graduate of the Depart- 
ment of Music of the University of Calif- 
ornia and has been singing in the choir 
of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, where she served 
as an assistant to the director. She has 
also studied Church Music at the Church 
Divinity School. 

ST. ANDREW’S, San Bruno. The present 
church was sold for $18,000, which netted 
about $17,250.00 after commissions were 
paid. The new church is expected to cost 
between $82,000 and $89,000. 

On June 24, Bishop Block broke 
ground on the site of the new church, 
with more than 200 people present. 
Among those present were: Mayor James 
Fitzgerald of San Bruno and Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert Agnew (Mr. Agnew is Chancellor 
of the Diocese). The rector’s father, the 
Rev. S. Reginald Hammond of Mill Val- 
ley acted as the Bishop’s Chaplain. A 
reception followed in the Recreation 
Center, where services will be held until 
the completion of the new building. 
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In May the vestry accepted a recom- 
mendation by the Parish Council to as- 
sume full responsibility for the total fin- 
ances of the Church, including all monies 
taised by any and all parish organizations. 
A common treasury was established, into 
which all money raised will be deposited, 
and each organization will receive its 
budget monies from the treasurer of the 
parish upon the approval of that budget 
by the vestry. 

INCARNATION, San Francisco. A sur- 
prise reception was held in the parish 
hall on Thursday evening, May 31, in 
honor of the Rev. Otto Herbert Aanestad, 
LL.D., to commemorate the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his ordination to the Priest- 


ST. JOHN’S, Morgan Hill. Two acres of 
property on Peake Avenue, between 
Wright and West Main, were purchased 
on July 8 for church use. The house on 
the property is being used for the church 
office at the present time but will also be 
used for classes for the primary grade 
of the Church School. 

ALL SOULS, Berkeley. Construction on 
the new church began in July. On June 
27 a closing service was held in the old 
church, at which the appointments were 
taken from the altar, to be restored at a 
similar service when the new church is 
completed. Bishop Shires was the preach- 
er for this service. Until the new church 
is completed, services are being held in 
the parish house, which can accomodate 
approximately 200 people. 


ST. PETER’s, Redwood City. During 
the Summer a canvass to raise funds for 
needed improvements and expansion was 
begun. The rector, the Rev. C. Peter 
Boes, conceived the idea of moving the 
location of the church to an area where 
property is not only cheaper but which 
will be the geographic center of Redwood 
City in five years. At the suggestion of 
the Bishop a 60-day option was taken on 
the property. 

ST. PHILIP’S, El Sobrante and Sr. 
THOMAS’, Rodeo. The vicar of St. Philip’s 
and St. Thomas’, the Rev. Lester Kinsolv- 
ing, left on a world tour the end of July. 
The Rev. Mr. Kinsolving’s trip included 
a flight over the North Pole, and tours 
of England, France, Italy, and Israel. The 
vicar was bequeathed a travel fund by his 
late grandfather which made this trip 
possible. 

ST. MARK’s, Palo Alto. The rector, the 
Rev. Edwin E. West, recently received 
an elaborately embroidered green stole, 
a gift from the Rev. W. W. Jennings, 


retired, who solemnized the marriage of 
his granddaughter, Robin Winslow, at St. 
Mark's in August. 

St. JAMES’, Centerville. Lester Whit- 
aker, Jr., layreader, and James McGrew, 
undertook the job of placing wire net- 
ting across the stained-glass windows of 
the church. The windows had been badly 
damaged by rocks, as had windows in the 
parish house and guild hall, and this 
measure was necessary for protection 
against further vandalism. 

ALL SAINTS’, San Leandro. News comes 
of the death of Richard Coffin Fosdick, 
layreader at San Leandro. Funeral serv- 
ices were held at the church on August 2. 

The rector, the Rev. Henry T. Praed, 
will be traveling in Europe during the 
months of September, October, and Nov- 
ember. 


California Church 
Centennial 

St. John’s, Petaluma, celebrated its 
100th anniversary on July 29. Bishop 
Block was present at the service com- 
memorating the service held there by his 
predecessor, the Rt. Rev. William Ingra- 
ham Kip, first Bishop of California, in 
July 1856. St. John’s is now under the 
jurisdiction of the Diocese of Sacramento.

Similarly, one cannot but refer, briefly at least, to the passing 
of one of the notable women of the Diocese, who had reached 
her middle nineties after a life of conspicuous spiritual insight, 
devotion, and service to others. St. Dorothy’s Rest will always be 
the lengthened shadow of Nellie Olmstead Lincoln and her de- 
voted priest-husband, James Otis Lincoln. Time does not now 
permit the eulogy she so richly deserves. To have known her 
was to admire and love her. There are literally hundreds of 
men and women today who call her name blessed because of 
her wise counsel, her maternal care, and the spiritual example 
revealed in her service as head of St. Dorothy’s Rest for about 
forty years. I thank God that she had the assurance of the con- 
tinuity of the institution to which she gave a life of rich devo- 
tion in the coming of the Sisters of the Transfiguration to carry 
on the notable work to which she and her husband had for 
so long dedicated themselves. 


I was happy to spend a week in Carmel where I could share 
the visit of the Rev. and Mrs. Armistead Welbourn and their 
son-in-law and daughter, the Rev. and Mrs. Alfred Seccombe. 
“Al” returned to take over the parish for a month during the 
vacation of the rector. He had ample opportunity to learn of 
the gratitude and affection of the people among whom he min- 
istered for a term of years, and to worship in the church which 
was built under his leadership. The Welbourns will be remem- 
bered largely for their long service in Japan as devoted mission- 
aries. I am happy to count them also among my very dear 
friends. 


Early in August I had a visit with the Bishop’s Committee at 
Corral de Tierra where we made plans for what I hope will be 
the early construction of a combined parish house and church. 
We expect that suitable property will soon be available and in 
a very strategic location, and that under the Rev. Jerome Pol- 
itzer’s wise and inspiring leadership a proper building can be 
built in that interesting canyon adjacent to Salinas. 

It is always a joy to have a Summer meeting at St. Dorothy's 
Rest and to celebrate the Holy Communion with the children 
in attendance. Of course we missed Mrs. Lincoln's presence, 
but we were conscious that she was with us spiritually and that 
her example and influence will continue as the central motiva- 
tion in the life at St. Dorothy’s. 

In the closing days of July I visited St. Aidan’s, San Francisco, 
to conduct a bond sale to make possible the engagement of a 
vicar serving on full time. I am happy to learn that enough was 
secured to assure our budget needs for the next year and a half. 


The Sunday previous I delivered the Centennial address at St. 
John’s Church in Petaluma. It commemorated the organization 
of that parish and the first visit of Bishop Kip. I was deeply 
impressed with the numbers who came in the Summer season, 
in the interesting exhibits, and in the developing enthusiasm 
under the ministry of its present rector, the Rev. Godfrey 
Hartzel. 

Finally, 1 must say a word about the Adult Conference. This 
is especially dear to Bishop Shires and me, as it gives us an op- 
portunity to meet and know more of the fine people of the 
Diocese who are happy to spend a week under the tutelage of 
the two Bishops. This year the spirit of the conference was 
superb and the attendance larger than hitherto. The most sig- 
nificant note of the conference was the initiation of a fund for 
the construction of the first dormitory at the Ranch. More than 


$1,000.00 was given by a group of about fifty persons. If what 
was initiated at the Bishop’s Ranch follows the pattern of 
solicitation for the Chapel Fund, it will not be too long before 
we can build our first dormitory, housing, I trust, a minimum 
of twenty-four persons. We shall doubtless need four of these 
ultimately, but everything needs a start and, thank God, we are 


on our way.

On June 17th my calendar took me to St. Stephen’s, Belvedere, 
for the first sight of and service in the beautiful new church 
erected in this lovely place. The church is truly impressive and 
will provide most adequate facilities for this fast growing con- 
gregation. There was a markedly fine congregation present for 
the confirmation service, when the rector presented an impres- 
sive group for confirmation. 


Our excellent Board of Examining Chaplains had set aside 
the week of June 18th for the examination of our candidates 
for the ministry at the Diocesan House. Naturally, this is a time 
of tensions for those to be examined. The examination period 
itself extended over a period of four days including both written 
and oral examinations. The Rev. Keppel Hill is the efficient 
chairman of the Board. 

On my visit to Holy Innocents’, San Francisco, for confirma- 
tion, I had the pleasure of baptizing the new son born to the 
Rev. and Mrs. George Graydon. The service of baptism was 
combined with that of confirmation, and all were happy about 
this event in the life of the parish. 

On June 27th I had the opportunity of preaching at the last 
service in the old church building at All Souls, Berkeley. The 
final service in the greatly beloved building, which has served 
happily this congregation for so many years, was one of mixed 
emotions: joy at the imminence of a new and more commodious 
church, and understandable sorrow at the tearing down of the 
building which has meant so much to so many. 

My July calendar carried me to St. Luke’s, Jolon, and St. 
Matthew’s, San Ardo, on the first Sunday of the month, where 
the Rev. Norman Boyd, in his first charge, is doing excellent 
work. He presented fine confirmation classes at both places. 
The congregation at Jolon had a barbecue picnic for the Bishop 
and confirmands following the service. 

On July 8th a second fine class was presented for confirmation 
at St. Thomas’, Sunnyvale, by the Rev. Richard Byfield. After 
the confirmation service I had the privilege of breaking ground 
for the new church building. This is one of the most strategic 
areas in the whole Diocese. 

On July 22 I found myself at the delightfully attractive 
church, St. John’s at Capitola. This community attracts a great 
many people for Summer vacations, and is also a mecca for re- 
tired people. The Rev. M. G. Nicola presented a well trained 
class to be confirmed. The present plan of the vestry is to 
acquire property adjacent to the church against future needs. 
St. John’s boasts, I think, the largest church bell in the Diocese 
with the exception of the Cathedral. 

The next Sunday found me at St. Augustine’s, Oakland, for 
the second confirmation appointment this year, at which time 
the rector, the Rev. Lewis Baskervill presented another interest- 
ing class. The rector and vestry are giving some thought to 
enlarging the church facilities, either by removal to a new 
plant, or on the present site. .

Provincial Meeting 
Held in Phoenix 

The 37th Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific and the 34th Provincial Meeting 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary met concurrent- 
ly in Phoenix, Arizona, on May 1, 2, and 
3. The two bodies met jointly on several 
occasions: for daily meditations by Bishop 
Richard S. Watson of Utah; for a pro- 
gram presented by the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Christian Education, featuring the 
Rev. Dr. David R. Hunter, national di- 
rector of the Department; to hear reports 
of the provincial representatives on the 
National Council and the National Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary; 
and for the Provincial Dinner. 

In separate session, the Synod elected 
the Missionary Bishop of San Joaquin, 
the Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. Walters, as 
President of the Province for the next six 
years, succeeding the Rt. Rev. Frank A. 
Rhea of Idaho. Re-elected for terms of 
six and three years, respectively, were the 
Rev. Canon Charles M. Guilbert as sec- 
retary and Mr. John Vassie of Portland as 
treasurer. In other elections, Mr. Ernest 
W. Smith of Sausalito was added to the 
Provincial Council for a three-year term, 
and the Rev. C. Corwin Calavan and Mr. 
Albert C. Agnew were named to the Pro- 
vincial Court of Review, also for three- 
year terms. 

Synod also assessed its member dioceses 
for 1956-1957 a total of $15,850 and 
adopted a resolution favoring the abolition 
of the death penalty—essentially the same 
resolution which had been adopted in Jan- 
uary by the diocesan conventions of Los 
Angeles and California. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary elected as its 
new president Mrs. Don Denning of Bend, 
Oregon. 

At the invitation of Bishop Block the 
next Synod will meet at Grace Cathedral, 
San Francisco, in May, 1957.

A party of American archeologists 
made an expedition this Summer in search 
of the ancient Biblical city of Gibeon in 
the hope of shedding new light on 
Joshua’s conquest of Palestine. Sponsors 
of the expedition were the Church Divin- 
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ity School of the Pacific, and the Museum 
of the University of Pennslyvania at Phil- 
adelphia, and in cooperation with the 
American School of Oriental Research at 
Jerusalem. 

The group of archeologists included 
three faculty members of the Divinity 
School: Dr. James B. Pritchard, director 
of the expedition; Dean Sherman E. John- 
son, administrative director; and Jean 
Henkel Johnson (Mrs. Sherman E. John- 
son), lecturer and cataloguer. 

The work began at El-Jib, an Arab 
village eight miles north of Jerusalem, 
selected by Dr. Pritchard from among 39 
places he surveyed last Summer as the 
most probable site of Gibeon. The work 
was primarily aimed at confirming the be- 
lief that El-Jib is the actual location of 
Gibeon. 

El-Jib, one of the few important Pales- 
tinian sites never before excavated, is on 
top of a saddle-backed mound of some 
20 acres, rising 200 feet above the sur- 
rounding plain. The mound’s southern 
hump is encircled by the remains of an 
ancient city wall about five feet thick and 
three-quarters of a mile long. 

Numerous large tombs, many of which 
were looted by robbers centuries ago, are 
cut into the limestone hillsides. A new 
tomb was discovered in 1950, and other 
undiscovered ones are thought to be there. 


Sacramento to 
Elect Coadjutor 

A special Convention of the Diocese 
of Sacramento has been called for Sep- 
tembet 25 for the election of a Bishop- 
Coadjutor. 

Bishop Noel Porter, who has headed 
the Diocese since 1933, requested the 
action at the Annual Convention in April. 
Bishop Porter will reach retirement age 
in two years. Before his consecration he 
was archdeacon of California, and, prior 
to that, rector of Trinity Church, San Jose. 


Arizona Drive 
Goes Over Top 

Contributions to the Diocesan Expan- 
sion Fund of the Missionary District of 
Arizona, totaling $576,792.73 against a 
goal of $500,000, were announced at the 
final meeting of the Campaign Steering 
Committee on June 27 at Trinity Cath- 


edral, Phoenix. In all, 1,591 gifts and 
pledges were received through the formal 
close of solicitation June 17, with addi- 
tional pledges still being received. 

The Steering Committee met to review 
campaign results and plans for pledge 
collections and the investment and admin- 
istration of the Fund. 

Mr. William W. Clore, Campaign Gen- 
eral Chairman, praised the splendid co- 
operation and accomplishments of the 
solicitation organization, stating, “We can 
all be proud of our success in this stirring 
Christian endeavor, but our job is only 
half done. There are a great many mem- 
bers still remaining to be seen, to say 
nothing of the exacting task of pledge 
collections. I assure you that we shall not 
rest until diocesan status and the Expan- 
sion Program are realities.” 

As outlined to the Steering Committee, 
studies are now being made of a perman- 
ent administrative organization to pre- 
sent for approval to the next Convocation 
in February, 1957. As presently planned, 
the organization will be incorporated 
under a Board of Directors, to be charged 
with the full responsibility for the super- 
vision and maintenance of the Expansion 
Fund. The officers of other District or- 
ganizations whose activities pertain to the 
Diocesan Expansion Fund will serve as 
ex officio members. 


Presiding Bishop 
To Visit Idaho 

Presiding Bishop Henry Knox Sherrill 
will visit Idaho at the time of the annual 
Convocation of the District, September 
23-24. A busy schedule is being arranged 
for him. There will be a mass meeting of 
an ecumenical nature, since Bishop Sher- 
rill has been President of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in America 
and of the World Council of Churches. 
He has recently visited the Orthodox 
Church in Russia, and visited Hungary 
this Summer. It is planned also for him 
to receive an honorary Degree from the 
College of Idaho, voted him two years 
ago. 

The Bishop of Idaho, the Rt. Rev. 
Frank A. Rhea, plans to present his resig- 
nation to the House of Bishops this Fall, 
so this Convocation will be his last. 
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If at First 
You Don’t Succeed—”’ 

The Rt. Rev William Proctor Reming- 
ton, who retired in 1945 as Missionary 
Bishop of Eastern Oregon, and in 1951 as 
suffragan bishop of Pennsylvania, and who 
has been for the past three years vicar 
of St. Ambrose’s mission, Claremont, re- 
tired for the third time on July 1. 

This time he will leave a mission which, 


when he took charge in 1953, consisted — 


only of a group of dedicated Church 
people meeting once a week in a class- 
room of Claremont Men’s College. It is 
now fully self-supporting and housed in 
a beautiful new church in the heart of 
the community. Last month he presented 
a class of 40 for confirmation. 

Last month Bishop F. Eric Bloy of Los 
Angeles dedicated the new St. Ambrose’s 
church, and, almost simultaneously, Bishop 
Remington, taking note that he is now 77 
years of age and has been 50 years in the 
ministry, announced his intention to re- 
tire. He will continue to make his home 
at Rancho Santa Fe, he said. 


New Hospital to 
Rise in Philippines 

Ground-breaking ceremonies for the 
new buildings of St. Luke’s Hospital in 
Manila, which will be one of the most 
modern medical facilities in the Far East, 
were held in June. The two-million-dollar 
project, which is expected to be com- 
pleted by January, 1957, will include a 
150-bed hospital, school of nursing, and 
a nurses home accomodating 178. 

The new project has been largely fi- 
nanced by the Episcopal Church in the 
United States, which has contributed more 
than $600,000 toward it. In addition, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of the Episcopal 
Church has given $200,000, and an anony- 
~ mous donor another $500,000. 

The present hospital building was erect- 
ed in 1906. It continued its services 
throughout World War II, although its 
old buildings, insect-riddled and rotten, 
had been condemned long before the war 
began. Although patched and propped up, 
the builings are still inadequate for the 
splendid modern medical equipment they 
now house. 

Started in 1906 with a class of three, 
St. Luke’s School of Nursing sends its 
graduates to mission dispensaries in iso- 
lated places where there are no doctors, 
so that thousands of sick people receive 
medical care otherwise not available to 
them. The nursing school received 1,269 
applications for entrance in 1956, but only 


forty girls could be accepted under the 
existing facilities. 

The new project will mean better medi- 
cal care and an enlarged program of 
nurses training, carrying on St. Luke’s 
fifty-year-old tradition of service to the 
people of the Philippines. 


Episcopal Student 
Wins Scholarship 

Hawke J. Williams, University of Nev- 
ada senior from Tonopah, has been award- 
ed a Fullbright scholarship and will study 
theology at King’s Collegc, University of 
London, for one year. Hawke is a member 


of Canterbury Club and a postulant from 
the District. 


After completing his year of special 
theological studies at the British Univer- 
sity, Hawke will return to the United 
States to continue his studies for the 


ministry. 


Young People Give 
To Church Program 


A check for $1500 for the Church 
Building program of the Missionary Dis- 
trict of Spokane was handed to Bishop 
Russell S. Hubbard at the Annual Convo- 
cation Dinner on April 18. The presenta- 
tion was made by Bishop Lauriston L. 
Scaife of the Diocese of Western New 
York, who had been the Convocation 
guest and speaker. The money was the 
gift of the young people of the Western 
New York Diocese and represented the 
proceeds of a dance. 


Nevada Receives 
Capital Gifts 

Several substantial gifts to the capital 
funds of the Missionary District of Nev- 


ada have made easier the Bishop's task 
of planning expansion. The constantly re- 
curring opportunities for new missions 
and the need of new tools, by way of 
buildings and equipment, are problems all 
over the Eighth Province of the Church. 

At the end of June the Trustees of the 
Max Fleischmann Foundation of Nevada 
announced among their gifts for the year 
a contribution of $7,000 to complete the 
payments on the new dining hall at Gal- 
ilee. The desperately-needed kitchen and 
dining room were constructed in 1954 arid 
placed in use in August of that year. 
About half of the money was in hand, but 
the balance was an obligation against the 
Galilee income, and, with further replace- 
ments necessary in the near future, it was 
a real handicap to the constantly-expand- 
ing Summer program. The Fleischmann 
gift pays off this indebtedness and permits 
the Galilee Committee to consider plans 
for the future development of the prop- 
erty. 

The chapel mortgage should be paid 
in full in November 1957 and the Com- 
mittee hopes by that time to have all 
indebtedness on the property wiped out. 


An anonymous gift of $5,000 to the 
Mission Building Fund was received as 
the direct result of the Bishop’s appeal at 
Convocation for non-interest-bearing loans 
to help finance new construction. In ad- 
dition to this outright gift, four loans 
of $1,000 each have been made to the 
Bishop of Nevada Corporation, without 
interest, for the same purpose. These 
funds have made it possible to pay off 
several loans at the bank with heavy in- 
terest charges, they will help finance re- 
pairs at St. James’ Church, Eureka, and 
augment a grant from the National 
Church to help restore St. Paul’s, Virginia 
City. 
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Outlines New Program 

A “new look” in the Church's college 
work was described by the Rev. Arthur 
Lee Kinsolving, chairman of the National 
Commission on College Work at its an- 
nual meeting in Greenwich, Connecticut. 
Replacing its former philosophy that the 
Church was “warring with the secular 
forces which are taking virtual possession 
of the academic scene”, the “new look” 
mow recognizes the existence of “well- 
established religious institutions and pur- 
poses on all American campuses”. 


Looking upon its task as a “redemption 
from within”, the Church, according to 
Mr. Kinsolving, must find ways to aid 
administration, faculty, students, chap- 
lains, and local rectors, in “the great pro- 
cess of building a Christian community 
and training oncoming generations to take 
their full part in the life of the com- 
munity”. 

The Commission, at its meeting, di- 
rected the National Council’s Division 
of College Work to set up a placement 
service for well-qualified clergy who wish 
to do college work. It also directed the 
Division to begin a long-term training 
program for men and women already en- 
gaged in college work, to the end that they 
might regard their work as a permanent 
career. 


The Commission recommended the of- 
ficial establishment of a permanent nation- 
al Committee on Work Among Overseas 
Students in the United States; and recom- 
mended that Episcopalians take an active 
part in establishing local committees for 
work with foreign students.

All Souls’, Machinato, Okinawa. 


York State Parish 
To Build Okinawa Church 


A sum of $20,000, to finance the con- 
struction of a new church in Machinato, 
Okinawa, will be given over the next five 
years by the members of Grace Episcopal 
Church, Utica, N.Y. The new church, All 
Souls’, will be dedicated to the memory 
of Americans, native Okinawans, and Jap- 
anese, who died on Okinawa during 
World War II. The making of a sub- 
stantial contribution toward constructing 
All Souls’ was one of the goals in the 
combined-funds canvass at the Utica 
church, which was held as a part of its 
centennial observance. 


The Rev. Norman B. Godfrey, a former 
curate of Grace Church, was the first 
Episcopal missionary to go to Okinawa. 
He took with him an altar stone from 
Grace Church's chapel, that was used in 
his first celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion on the island. It is expected that 
the altar stone will be used in the new 
church, which is one of a group of build- 
ings that will include a parish house, 
rectory, and patio. 


There ate now seven Episcopal priests 
on Okinawa, working under the direction 
of the Rev. Canon William C. Heffner. 


Courses for 1956 


Four courses and a parents’ manual 
were added to THE SEABURY SERIES in 
mid-May, when the Seabury Press pub- 
lished nine new titles. These courses 
include pupil’s and teacher’s books for 
Kindergarten (Age 5), Grades 2, 5, and 
8, and a book for the parents and god- 
parents of children in these grades. A 
copy of The Seabury Series Preview has 
already been sent to every parish, and 
sample kits containing one copy of each 
book will be available. 


With the publication of these courses, 
children who are now using the books 
for Grades 1, 4, and 7, which were pub- 
lished on May 10, 1955, will have new 
materials available for the coming school 
year. Courses for Kindergarten (Age 4), 
Grades 3, 6, and 9 are planned for publica- 
tion in 1957—making THE SEABURY 
SERIES complete through Junior High 
School. In addition, courses for primary 
and junior Vacation Church Schools were 
published in 1955, so that these books 
were ready for use during the Summer 


of 1956. 


The new course for Kindergarten in- 
cludes a set of three gay picture books 
designed for parents and children to read 
at home together. The many full-color 
illustrations will appeal especially to the 
five-year-old, and the stories, told in his 
own language, will introduce him to the 
Church through the familiar setting of the 
place he knows best—his home. The 
titles of the books are Good Morning, Mr. 
Church; How Susan Got Her Name; and 
Christopher Explores the Church—written 
by Esther Pierce and illustrated by Sus- 
anne Suba. Teachers of Kindergarten 
children will use Receiving the Five-Y ear- 
Old, a kit which includes not only a 
teacher's manual but 16 pages of four- 
color flannel-board cutouts. Both teachers 
and their pupils will find these cutouts 
a delightful and effective method of teach- 
ing. Enough pictures are provided to illus- 
trate at least fifteen of the stories in the 
manual 


For children in Grade 2, there is a 
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reader, The Wondrous Works of God, 
realistically illustrated in two and four 
colors by Symeon Shimin (96 pages, 
$1.25). This book is intended to be used 
at home, with the seven-year-old reading 
aloud to parents or older brothers and 
sisters. It tells the stories of two children 
who have happy experiences with their 
family, learning more about God’s world. 
The teacher’s manual, entitled My Place 
in God's World, is illustrated in black and 
white by Mary Stevens. 


Traveling the Way, the pupil’s reader 
for Grade 5, is also designed to be read by 
the child at home, rather than as a class- 
room text. It contains two stories, “Cleon 
Makes His Choice” and “How the 
Christian Church Found Itself’—which 
introduce the ten-year-old, through auth- 
entic illustrations and lively first-hand ad- 
ventures, to the earliest years of Christian- 
ity. The first story is written by Drusilla 
McGowen and the second by William 
Sydnor. The book is illustrated through- 
out in two colors by Alexander McDon- 
nell. The Goodly Company is the teacher's 
manual for Grade 5, illustrated in black 
and white by William Sharp. 

The pupil’s book for Grade 8, What 
Is Christian Courage?, is an anthology of 
prose and poetry ranging in content from 
the Epistle to the Ephesians to I Remem- 
ber Mama. Intended as a resource book 
to illustrate discussions that come up in 
class, it will encourage the eighth-grader 
to make discoveries about himself, his 
friends, and his family. The selections 
were compiled by Eleanor Sandt, and the 
black-and-white illustrations were done by 
Stanley Wyatt. What About Us? is the 
teacher’s manual for use with Grade 8. 


Latin American 
Bishops Confer 

Bishops of the Episcopal Church in the 
Caribbean area met in Havana, Cuba, on 
March 20 for consultation about the work 
of the Church. Bishop Hugo Blankingship 
of Cuba was host for the occasion and 
was elected chairman of the meeting. 
Bishop R. Heber Gooden of the Canal 
Zone was also present and acted as sec- 
retary. Bishop Salinas of Mexico, Bishop 
Swift of Puerto Rico, and Bishop Voegeli 
of Haiti-Santo Domingo, were there, as 
well as Bishop John B. Bentley, represent- 
ing the National Council. 

The matter of publications in Spanish 
was discussed thoroughly and plans were 
made to begin various publications at 
once. There will also be a pamphlet re- 
garding the work of the Woman's Aux- 


iliary. A study was made of Church 
School material to be used in Spanish. 
Some of the material to be published in 
Spanish will also be published in Portu- 
guese and French. 

Among other matters taken up was the 
possibility of establishing a seminary 
somewhere in the Caribbean area. 


National Council Adopts 
Resolution on V oting 

In anticipation of the coming 1956 
elections, the National Council at its 
Spring meeting urged all Churchmen to 
take to heart the statement of the Pre- 
siding Bishop in connection with the cur- 
rent non-partisan campaign of the Amer- 
ican Heritage Foundation: 

“Freedom has come to us as a sacred 
trust, for it has been won as a result of the 
vision and sacrifice of the patriots who 
founded our nation, and has been pre- 
served by similar acts of loyalty and de- 
votion in succeeding generations. Such 
a heritage, dearly won, cannot be easily 
ignored. 

“We should, therefore, vote-—for rea- 
sons of idealism as well as of self-interest. 
For Christians it is a sacred duty in per- 
forming a personal obligation. Prayerfully 
we should cast our ballot in these critical 
times, considering not our personal ad- 
vantage but only the welfare of all. 

“So I urge with all my heart that every 
citizen, qualified to do so, takes care that 
he has registered, so that he may vote as 
an important act in the service of God and 
country.” 

The Council draws to the attention of 
Churchmen the fact that basic freedoms, 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
United States, can long endure only as 
responsible citizens register, inform them- 
selves, and vote, for the common good. 
It is hoped that every diocesan Depart- 
ment of Social Relations will enlist the 
co-operation of parishes and missions in 
this national effort to promote maximum 
and responsible voting. 


Church Considers Gift 
Of Atomic Reactor 

The Joint Commission on the Peace- 
ful Uses of Atomic Energy of the General 
Convention of the Episcopal Church met 
at Oak Ridge, Tennessee to consider the 
feasibility of presenting an experimental 
atomic reactor to St. Paul's University in 
Tokyo, Japan. 

The meeting was attended by Dr. Mata- 
toshi Matsushita, president of the Univer- 
sity, which was founded by the Episcopal 


Church. The Rev. William G. Pollard, 
executive director of the Institute of 
Nuclear Studies at Oak Ridge, who is a 
priest of the Church, presided. 


The reactor under consideration is the 
“swimming pool” type, similar to the one 
displayed by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion at the International Conference for 
the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy in 
Geneva last Summer. It draws its name 
from its cooling system—immersion of 
the reactor in a tank of water resembling 


a swimming pool. 


W ashington Clergyman 
To Michigan University 

The Rev. C. Leslie Glenn, rector of St. 
John’s, Washington, D.C., for the past 
sixteen years, is leaving to become a fe- 
search fellow in behavioral science at the 
University of Michigan. The priest said 
that he was brought into the project be- 
cause it was felt that a parish priest, “not 
himself a scholar, might have intuitive 
knowledge picked up in pastoral work that 
has not been set down in writing”. 


Although men have gained mastery 
over nature, Dr. Glenn said, they have 
never learned self-discipline and are still 
“destroying themselves by the things in- 
side themselves”. 

St. John’s is known as “the church of 
the Presidents”. Located directly across 
the street from the White House, it has 
been attended by many of the nation’s 
Chief Executives. 


Institute On 
Healing Set Up 

Thirty-one clergymen of several Com- 
munions attended a five-day course in 
divine healing at a unique School of Pas- 
toral Care, conducted at the conference 
center of the Diocese of Western Massa- 
chusetts. The school, which opened last 
Fall, offers the first organized instruction 
in divine healing. 

Nine of the “students” were Anglican 
priests from Toronto and Huron in 
Ontario, Canada. The others came from 
various parts of the United States. Dr. 
Frank E. Egloff, well-known psychiatrist 
of West Hartford, Connecticut, also took 
the course. | 

Leaders of the school are the Rev. Edgar 
Sanford and his wife Agnes, who has 
written two text-books and two novels 
on faith healing. Other faculry members 
were the Rev. Harold E. Taylor, director 
of the conference center, and Dr. Charles 
T. Lee, a Lutheran physician.
